In the same manner, in verbs, personal affixes form the per- 
sons, and temporal affixes the tenses.

§ 6. Accents. 

1. The accents are three, acute ['], grave ['], 
circumflex ["]. 

2. The accent is always marked upon a vowel, and 
in diphthongs on the latter vowel ; as, airos, ovroas. 

3. The acute and grave are placed after the breath- 
ing, and the circumflex over it ; as, oirfas^ bs, ovtos.

The principal parts of speech are three. Nouns, 
Verbs, Particles. 

1. Nouns are declined, verbs are conjugated, par- 
ticles are undeclined.
